WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—At noon to- 


day in the presence of President Roose- 


velt, Prince Henry.of Prussia, ;i brother 


of Mie German emperor, the members of 


the eaib'uiet, the justices of the supreme 
court, officers of t'hc army and navy, the 
enibassadors and diplomatic representa- 
tives ot foreign countries and the seim- 
tors and representatives in congress, the 
Hon. John liny, McKinicy's premier, pro- 


• nolinvcd an eulogy upon his ill-nil chief. 


Four times before national memorial ser- 
vices for presidents who have died in of- 
lice have been held in t-he'hall of repre- 
sentatives, two of them, like this, in com- 
memoration 
of chief magistrates 
who 


have fallen by the 
hand of assassins. 


George Bancroft, the historian, pronounc- 
ed the eulogy on Lincoln, and Bluinc was 


Garfu-kl's ornlor. 


Bv a strange coincidence today was the 


twentieth anniversary of tltat^jiie which

Precedent in the ease of the Garlield 


memorial exercise* was followed closely.

As the hands of the gold clock oppo- 


site the speaker's rostrum pointed to 
noon Speaker Henderson called the as-

usual routine.of the opening of. a.session 
of the house. When these;, formalities 
were "over-the doorkeeper announced Uw 
arrival of tho-senate. 


The doorkeeper announced the gener-

Miles, resplendent in gold luce and with 
side arms clanging heavily at his heels, 
came down the mnin aisle.

"Hi? royal highness, Prince Henry- of 


Prussia," announced the doorkeeper. The 
prince wns dressed in the simple dark 
blue uniform of an admiral of the Ger- 
man navy, llhe carried 
white gloves 


and his Hat naval cap in his left hand. 
At his side hung a short gold scabbard. 
Slender but tall 
and 
commanding he 


enme forward with easy grace and took 
tlic placed assigned 
for him. At the 


sine time the members of his suite in 
their showy uniforms who had followed 
him into the. hall were usheretl into the 
seats directly in the rear of those re- 
served for members of the senate. The 
prince wore a band of mourning on his 
arm. This was not, however, in horor 
of the. occasion but was the badge of 
mourning still worn by the members of 
the German imperial for his dend moth- 
er, tne dowager empress of Germany.. 


As soon KS all were again seater, the 


speaker's gavel once more brought the 
assemblage to its 
feet. . The senators 


took their seals immediately in the rear 
of the members of the diplomatic corps. 
Next the doorkeeper announced the chief 
justice and assistant justices of the su- 
preme court. 


At this point the speaker announced 


that lit: would yield the gavel to Senator 
l-'ryi- who under the joint resolution pro- 
viilin;; for the memorial exercises was 
anthuriwd to preside. Just then the 
pri'sidi'iit and members of his cabinet en- 
tered the door. The president walked 
down the aisle followed by his aides, 
'I ne nu'inbei'-* of the. cabinet came in the 
wake ot' 
the- uniformed 
oHiecrs. 
The 


president worn a mourning band upon his 


!<•![ arm. He took his place in trio arena 
fiieiiiif the speaker's desk with Prince 
Henry (in his right. With the latter he 
exciiimjed a word of jtrci'tin^. 


The members of the cabinet except 


Secretary Hay, \vliu was escorted to the 
clerk's de«k immediately below the ros- 
trum nf the presiding oflicer, took their 
phu-rs to the rijflit of the prince. 


After a fervent prnyer by ]<cv. Dr. 


dunlin, the blind chaplain of the house, 
Senator >'rye introduced the orator of 
the dny. With impressive dignity Sec- 
retary Hay ariwe. anil placed upon the 
desk in front of him-'a roll of manuscript. 
•He began tu read' 'with a. slow, clear 
enuru-iatiiiii. Secretary May is not an 
experienced orator, but today his voice, 
bid luuiiuiil cm-tying power 'anil .li« was 
iibli- lo make himself heard to the fiir- 
lhcnii(i--t ri'ivsses nf the hall. The pur- 
ity nl' slyle itllil (U-plli (if th(Hl!,'lll-(if his 
cunii.».'iitwa 1'ully counHjnsiiteil tot what- 


ever 'force was lacking in its delivery. 
His oration in part was as follows: 


For the third time the congress of the 


United States arc assembled to commem- 
orate'the life and the death of u presi- 
dent slain hy the liand of un assassin. 
The attetion'of the future historian mil 
be attracted to the features which.re- 
appear with startling sameness in all 
three of these awful crimes: the uscless- 
iif.ss, the utter lack of consequence of 
the act; the obscurity, the insignificance 
of the criminal; the blamelcssncss—so 
far as in our sphere of existence the best 
of men may be held •blameless—of the 
victim. Not one of our murdered presi- 
dents hod an enemy in 1;he,world; they 
wer« all' of such pre-eminent purfly of 
life that no pretext could be given for 
the attack of passional crime; they were 
all 
men of democratic instincts who 


could never have offended the most jeal- 
ous «4voeates of equality;' they were of 
kindly and generous nature, to whom 
wrong or injustice was impossible; of 
moderate fortune, whose slender means 
nobody could envy. They were men o_f 
austere virtue, of tender heart, of emi- 
nent abilities, which they 'had devoted 
with single minds to the good of the re- 
public. It ever men walked before God 
and man without blame, it was,these 
three rulers of our people. The only 
temptation to attack their lives offered 
was their gentle radiance—to eyes hat- 
ing the light that was oft'cnse enough. 


The stupid uselestness of such an in- 


famy affronts the common sense of the 
world. One can conceive ho\y the death 
of a dictator nuiy change t-lie, political 
conditions of an empire; -how the extinc- 
tion of a, narrowing Jine of kings may 
bring in -an alien dynasty. But -in a 
well-ordered republic like ours, the ruler 
may fall, but the state feels no tremor. 
Our beloved and revered leader is gone— 
but.the natural process of onr laws pro-' 
vidcs us a successor, Identical in purpose 
and ideals, nourished by the same teach- 
ings, inspired by the same principles, 
pledged by tender affection ivs well as by 
high loyalty to carry to completion thu 
immense task committed to his hands, 
'and to smilu with iron severity every 
manifestation 
of that 
-hideous 
crime 


which 'his mild predecessor, with' his' dy- 
ing breath, forgave. The sayings of ce- 
lestial wisdom hn.ve no.date; the words 
that reach us, over two thousand years, 
out of the darkest liour -of gloom the. 
world has ever known, arc true to the 
life todav: "They know not what they 
do/' The blow struck at our dear friend 
and ruler was as deadly as blind hate 
could mnke it; but the. blow struck at 
anarchy was deadlier still. 


The lifo of Willia.ni HcKinley was, 


from his birth to his death, typically 
American. There is no environment, I 
should say, anywhere, else in t!.c world 
which could produce just such a charac- 
ter. He was born into that way of life 
which- elsewhere js .called the mid-die class: 
•bMtr-ivWth'fi'rtl'iiK con'ntry'is" so' nearly 
universal as to innke.of other classes an 
almost negligible quantity. 
Ho was 


neither rich nor poor, neither pvond nor 
humble; he knew no hunger he was not 
sure of satisfying, no luxury which could 
enervate 
mind or body. His 
parents 


were sober, God-fearing people; intelli- 
"cut and upright; without, pretension 
and without humility. He grew up in 
the company of boys like himself; wholi:- 
soine... 
honest, 
self-ris-pccling. They 


looked down on nobpdy; they never felt 
it possible they could be looked down up- 
on. Their ho'uscs were the homes of 
probity, piety, patriotism. They learn-, 
cd in the admirable school readers of lif-, 
ty years ngo the lessons ,of heroic and 
splendid life which have cyme down from 
the past. They read in their 
weekly 


newspapers the story 
<3f 
the- world's 


progress, in Which they' were eager to 
take part, and of the sins and wrongs of 
civilization with which, they burned to 
do battle. It wae a serious and thought- 
ful 'time. The boys ot that day felt dim-. 
-Iv, but dceplv, Hint days of sharp Htrug- 
""le -anil high achievement were before 
them. They looked at life with the won- 
dcriug yet'resplutc eyes of a young cs- 
quire'in* bis vitril arms. They felt a time 
was coming when to them should be ad- 
dressed thu stern admonition ot the apos- 
tle, "Quit you like men; be strong." 


The men" who are living today and who 


were young in 1860 will never forget the 
glory ;ir.d glamour that filled the earth 
and the sky when the long twilight of 
doubt «nd "uncertainty wns ending and 
the time of action hud come. A speech 
by Abraham Lincoln was nil event not 
only of high moral significance, but of 
far-reaching importance; the drilling of 
a militia company by Ellsworth attract- 
ed national attention; the fluttering of 
the Hag in the clear sky drew (cars from 
the eyes of youn^ men. Patriotism, 
whiA had been a rhetorical expression, 
became u. possionntc emotion, in which 
instinct, logic, and fe.cling were, fused. 
The country was worth saving; it could 
be. saved only by lire; no saerilice. was 
too great; the young men'of thfl country 
were ready for the sacrifice; come weal, 
come woe, they were re.ady. 


At 17 years of age William- Melvinley 


heard this summons of his country. He 
was the sort of youth to Whom a mili- 
tary life in ordrnavy'tiiucs would possess 
no attractions. 
His nature was fur dif- 


ferent from that of the ordinary soldier. 
He had other dreams of life, its prizes 
and pleasures, than that of marches and 
battles. But to his mind there was no 
choice or question. The banner floating 
in the morning breeze was the beckoning 
"esture of his co.mitry. The 
thrilling 


notes of the trumpet called him—him 
and none other—into 
the 
ranks. His 


portrait in his 1'rst uniform is familiar 
to you all—the short, stocky ligure; the 
miict, tlioug'htful face; the deep, dark 
i-ves. H is the face of a lad who could 
not stay at homo when he ^thought he 
was nuedcd in the Held.

as Secretary Hay uttered the last, sol* 
e.'mn words,' the spectators broke- into, a 
storm of applause. One-hour and twen- 
ty-five minutes were consumed in- the 
deliver}' «f <<hc oration. The benediction 
was offered by the Rev. Dr.'Milburn, the 
blind chaplain of the senate, and to the 
trains of "Lend, Kindly Light/' the.pres- 
ident and those about him, the members 
of the supreme court, senate, diplomatic 
corps and other bodies left in the re- 
verie order in which they arrived. 
. As soon OH nil had withdrawn Speaker 
Henderson called the houxe to order and 
Mr. Payne moved that as an further 
mark of respect that the house adjourn. 
The motion was 
carried unanimously 


and Accordingly at 1:40 p. in, the -house 
was declared adjourned until tomorrow.

FRYE REVERSES DECISION 


Announces Restoration 
of 
South 


Carolina Senators' Names—Apolo- 


gizes to Senator Turner. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—In the sen- 


ate .today Mr. Frye, president pro tern, 
announced officially the reversal of his

The people ol: Racine will be ajiked to 


'decide whether' a new bridge sh»U he 
built across, the. river in place of the old 
structure which now connects North. • 
and South Main".streets. The- city en- 
gineer long ago notified the city council 
that the present bridge was too light for 
the traffic it was obb'ged to stand, aad 
that it is.gradually growing weaker and 
dangerous.. 
t 


When-this structure was built it'w«s 


never intended that heavy street cars • 
should cross it. The constant 
strain 


has greatly weakened the South ap- 
proach, and experts claim it should • be 
condemned before some horrible accident 
takes place. The iron work is loose and 
shakes like a reed when heavily ladened 
teams or .street cars cross. Besides this, 
the gearing or cogwheels, arc broken and 
the center pier going to pieces. To re- 
pair the structure and make it safe for, 
travel would require almost as much, 
money afc the .cost .of a new bridge. 


Then it is desired when a new struc- 


ture is built, to straighten the line of 
the bridge so as to make it direct in 
connecting the ends of Xorth and South 
Main street. There is no money in any 
fund'sufficient to build the bridge. The' 
law requires tliat the question be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people. Wiwi . 
this in viow, a resolution will be iutro-. 
duced at the next meeting -of the city , 
council for'the drawing-of an ordinance 
in favor of submitting- the. raising of 
$00.000 bridge bonds^to the.people.- Ef-.

A POSTMASTER'S BRAVERY. 


Burglary in.the night in North Giro- 
na, is a capital offense and today's pun- 
sluncnt. was the carrying out of the law, 
and in wliich a flunce came to a houpital 
and married the man the burglars were 
iclieved to have wounded to the death, 
,nd whose bravery called forth a letter 
if praise from Charles Emory Smith, at 
hat time postmaster general.. 
The crime was committed in the com- 
ned postoffice and ntore kept by Sam- 


uel Alexa-nder a.t Emma,, a little hamlet 
a few milen out of Ashevillc on the night 
if Feb. ], 1901. Four nien planned the 
obbery at Asheville, walked.down the 
ailroad track to Emma, called Postraas- 
er Alexander to the door under pretext 
if buying groceries and forced him at 
,he point of a pistol to take them to hia 
•oom, whch they searched, finding hia re- 
;olver. They then made 'him open the 
iafe. Dudley Johnson (white) and Ben 
Pooler (colored), were inside, and Russell 


(white) and, Harry Mills (colored) 


(guarding the outside. 


Johnson laid his revolver down to take 
he money out of the safe when a. cat 
moved in the back part of the store, 
whic'h attracted the attention of Foster, 
dio wan holding his revolver at Alex- 
ander's head. Quick as a flash Alexan- 
der .grabbed Johnson's gun. shot Foster 
Mid nnapped the weapon »t 
Johnson, 


who Dappled with him. The struggle 


long and fierce. Foster joimig in. 


Tohnson had »n open knife in his hand, 
which Alexander 
caught., 
cutting his 


hand. Foster shot Alexander as they 
itruggled and firing again, wounded his 
partner in the face. Xcithcr Phot was 
fatal, and the fight wejit on.

Raiser's Yacht Christened by 


Miss Roosevelt in a 


Drizzling Rain. 


German Champagne Used—Prince Henry 


Tenders President Roosevelt and 


OtKer Guests Luncheon on

.NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—In the prev 


enc« of a brilliant 
assemblage, amidst 


cheering and the roar of cannon but in 
u drizzling rain, the German emperor's 


new schooner yacht Meteor was launch- 
ed from Shooters }sland today. 
Unlike 


the weather, the arrangements were per- 
fect ami no untoward incident marred 
the occasion. Tho president, Mrs. and 
Miss Roosevelt, Prince Henry and the 
distinguished party accompanying them, 
•were enthusiastically cheered ou arriv- 
ing at the platform built just back of 
the bow of the Meteor. Without delay 
lifter greetings had been exchanged, Miss 
Roosevfllt stepped forward and taking 
hold of a silver covered bottle containing 
fferman champagne, broke it or. the side 
of the vessel. 
Immediately she seized a 


silver a.\c and severed the rope which re- 
leased the weights holding the Meteor. 
The vessel went gracefully 'into the wat- 
er with the American Hag breaking out 
at 
thff taffrail. American ami German 


national air* were played and from the 
scores of craft containing excursionists 
came enthusiastic cheering. 


Miss Roosevelt wore a dress of snp-

PRINCE'S TKA1X HAS ACCIDENT. 


NEW YORK, 'Feb. 23.—The special 


train bearing President Roosevelt from 
Washington to the launching "f Empe- 
ror William's yacht Meteor reached Jer- 
sey City at (1:40 a. m. 


The president remained on board u n t i l 


the arrival of the prince's (rain, a few j 
moments after S o'clock. A cylinder | 
head on the engine of Prince . Henry's j 
special blew out and the train was more ' 
th»n an hour late in reaching .Jersey | 
City. 


The accident occurred shortly 
after 


leaving Baltimore. The 
stalled 
train 


was pushed into Magnolia, Md., by a 
passenger train and there got a new en- 
gine. There were some other minor de- 
lays euroute, occasioned by the change 
of schedule. 


Soon after S o'clock the president, and 


the prince and their suites embarked on 
a boat for Shooters Island where the 
launching will i*ke pluce.

From her tall midship flag staff 
fluttered the stars and stripes. Forward 
was hoisted a Hag with a white malteue 
croon on a yellow background. On a 
round disc in the center of the flap was 
the Prussian eagle in the black and the 
royal emblem of Prussia and imperial 
crown of Germany were spread over the 
yellow field.

at tbe preliminary examination: 


Tbo banking house of Andre Fauvel, 


87 Rue <3e Provence, is an Important 
establishment and, owing to Us largo 
force of clerks, presents very mud1, 
the appearance of a government de- 
partment On the ground floor are the 
offices, with windows on tho street, 
protected by strong iron bars, suffi- 
ciently large and close together to dis- 
courage all burglarious attempts.

REDUCTION OF 20 PER CENT 


Agreement Kt«ch*d by W»y« Bed Muni 


Committee Regnrdlnff Tariff Con- 


ceuloo* Jn Cuba. 


Recoud-Herald special: 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Republican 


members of the ways and means commit- 
tee have agreed to grant tariff conces- 
sions of 20 per cent to Cuban products. 
This will be far from satisfactory to the 
friends of Cuba, who have been insisting 
upon 50 per cant as an equitable basis. 
The committee has been considering the 
juestion at various meetings during the 
week, and there has been some irritation 
over the delay in coming to some con- 
clusion. Saturday afternoon the following 
•esolution, covering 
the 
point, was 


adopted: 


"it is the sense of the majority mem- 


bers of this committee (subject to the 
approval of the Republican members of 
the house in caucus assembled, to be held 
as soon as practicable) that the commit- 
tee report a bill in substance authorizing 
the president to negotiate a reciprocity 
treaty with the Cuban republic, when 
esablished, providng for the entry of our 
products into Cuba upon such terms as 
shall btf deemed by hiir. to be advantag- 
eous to us: provided, however, that such 
treaty shall secure for our products go 
ing into Cuba duties less than those al- 
lowed to other countries, substantially 
equivalent to the, concession made by u*: 
that the consideration upon our part for 
such treaty Shall be a concession of '20 
per cent of our tariff duties upon im 
ports, the products of Cubs, upon this 
condition: That Cuba shall first enact 
our immigration laws." 


By the terms of this resolution the 


proposition agreed 6n by the Rcuublicaii 
members of the committee will be sub- 
mitted to a Republican caucus to be held 
Monday night. This action is practical- 
ly the proposition submitted a lew days 
ago by Representative Long oi Kansas, 
except that the amount of concession is

\Glowing Words of Tribute From 


Lips of Late President's 


Premier. 


Twenty Years Ago Today Blaine Delivered Eulogy 
! 
Upon the A! arty red Gar field—Prince 


Henry Present. 


• WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—At noon to- 
day in the presence of President Roose- 
velt, Prince Henry.of Prussia, a brother 
of the German emperor, the members of 
the cabinet, the justices of the supreme 
court, officers of the army and navy, the 
eniba,ssa4ors and diplomatic representa- 
tives of foreign countries and the sena- 
tors and representatives in congress, the 
Hon. John Hay, McKinley'* premier, pro- 
nounced an eulogy upon his dead chief. 
Four times before national memorial ser- 
vices for presidents who have died in of- 
fice have been held in the "hall of repre- 
sentatives, two of them, like this, in com- 
memoration 
of chief magistrates 
who 


have fallen by the 
hand 
of assmsins. 


George Bancroft, the historian, pronounc- 
ed the eulogy on Lincoln, and Blaine was 
Garfield's orator. 


By a strange coincidence today was the, 


twentieth anniversary of that jjjnc which 
Blaine in the same hall 
delivered 
his 


eulogy upon the martyred Garfield, and 
stranger still, the subject of today's me- 
morial service was the. chairman of • the 
committee that had charge of the ar- 
rangements on that occasion. Only one 
year" ago, less five days, at Iho head of 
an imposing civic and military procession 
McKinley 
passed, triumphantly along 


Pennslyvania avenue for his .second in- 
augural. Again the broad avenue was 
filled with vast crowds as they were a 
year ago. Then the streets were a sea 
of 
glittering 
bayonets and 
waving 


plumes and the air was filled with the 
music of hundred tongued resplendent 
bands. Today 
all were changed. The 


procession was unorganized. No martial 
music lightened the. feet of the throng. 
The only 
pageant was the glittering 


troop of cavalry escorting Prince Henry 
and hi.s party to the eapitol and carriages 
heretand there conveying officers in uni- 
form or diplomats in court costume to 
the place where the euology wns to be 
delivered. 
Notwithstanding the 
fact 


proclaimed in advance, that admission to 
the hall of representatives and the cap- 
itol was to be restricted to those hold- 
ing cards, the people congregated there 
in thousands. 


Precedent in the case of the Garfield 


memorial exercises was followed closely. 
The hall was without, decoration of any 
.character. 
The Marine band, 
sixty 


strong, was stationed in the corridor 
which separates the hall'from the rear 
lobby of the house. At, 10 o'clock the. 
doors were opened, and. in five minutes 
the spacious galleries, surrounding the 
chamber, xvero filled. But the crowding 
which ha* marred many stale occasions 
Avas avoided, as (ho tickets issued were 
limited .strictly to' the number of seats 
provided. Gradually the members of 
house strolled in and took their places. 
The cumbrous revolving chairs at. the 
desks hart been removed, and small ones 
substitufed 
in order to increase 
the 


'sealing fa|WeHy 
of" the • floor. 
In 
the 


area in front 
of the speaker'.-* rostrum 


heavy leather-upholstered fauteuils had 
been placed ^ir the accommodation of 
.the president, Prince Henry, the cabinet, 
the general of the army and justices of 
the supreme court. The first two rows 
on the Democratic side were reserved 
for the diplomatic corps and the four 
rows immediately behind them for the 
members of the senate. Thr ^ovr/iors 
of the states, commissioner 'of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, the judiciary of the 
district,. The heads of the departments 
arid other invited guests wore to sit 
back of the senators. 
' At 11 o'clock the Marine baud began 
the rendition of the musical 
program, 


which was as follows:

They did not appear in their court cos- 
tumes, but iu sombre frock 
suits with 


the exception of the Chinese minister, 
who was attired in his rich costume of 
silk. Lord Pauneefote, the British am- 
bassador who is the dean of the corps, 
hearted the procession. With him were 
the ambassadors of the other powers, 
'M, Cambon, of France; Count Cassini, 
of Russia; Signer Mayor Despanches of 
Italy ,and Senor Aspiroz of Mexico, 


In the galleries were many of the per- 


sdiial friends of the late president, 
among them Col. Myron T. Herrick of 
Cleveland; W. A. Linch, of Canton; ex- 
Seerctary of State Wm. R. Day and Col. 
Webb'Hayes of Cleveland. 
These 
are 


only a few of those from all quarters of 
the Union who came to attend the me- 
morial exercises. But no member of the 
immediate family of the late president 
so far as known, was in attendance. On 
the floor were many former members of 
the house, senate and the governors of 
the several states. 


As the hands of the gold clock oppo- 


site the speaker's rostrum pointed to 
noon Speaker Henderson ealiled the as- 
semblage to order. There followed 
the 


usual routine .of the opening of a- session 
of the house. When these .formalities 
were "over the doorkeeper announced the 
arrival of th<v senate. 


The. doorkeeper announced the gener- 


al of the army. The 
speaker 
tapped 


three times, the members of the house 
and the diplomatic body arose and Gen. 
Miles, resplendent in gold lace and with 
side arms clanging heavily at his heels, 
came rtown the main aisle. 


Tap tap! and once more the assem- 


blage rose. On tho 
threshhold stood 


Prince Henry between Senator Foraker 
and Gen. (Irosvenor, chairman respective- 
ly of the senate nd house committees. 


"His royal highness, Prince Henry of 


Prussia/' announced the doorkeeper. The 
prince was dressed in the simple dark 
blue uniform of an admiral of the Ger- 
man navy. Hhe carried white gloves 
and his flat naval cap in his left hand. 
At his side hung a short gold scabbard. 
Slender but tall 
and 
commanding, he 


came forward with easy grace and took 
the placed assigned for him. At the 
sine time the members of his suite in 
their showy uniforms who had followed 
him into the hall were ushered into the 
seats directly in the rear of those re- 
served for members of the senate. The 
prince wore a band of mourning on hi.s 
arm. 
This was not, however, in 'horor 


of the. occasion but was the badge of 
mourning- still worn by the members of 
the German imperial for his dead moth- 
er, tne dowager empress of Germany.. 


As soon as all were again seater, the 


speaker's gavel once more brought the 
assemblage to its 
feet. . The senators 


took their seats immediately in the rear 
of the members of the diplomatic corps. 
Next the doorkeeper announced the chief 
justice and assistant justices of the su- 
.preme coiu't. 


At this point the speaker announced 


that he would yield the gavel to Senator 
Fryo who under the joint resolution pro-' 


j vidiuy for the memorial exercises was 


authorized to preside. Just then 
the 


president and members of his cabinet en- 
tered the door. The president walked 
down the aisle followed by his aides, 
liic members of the cabinet cnma in the 
wake of 
the uniformed 
officers. 
The 


president wore a mourning band tipon his 
left arm. He. took his place in the arena 
facing the speaker's desk witli Prince 
Henry on his right. With the latter he 
excnanged a word of greeting. 


Tilt1 members of the cabinet except 


Secretary Hay, who was escorted to the 
clerk's desk immediately below the ros- 
trum of the presiding officer, took their 
places to the rijfhi. of the prince. 


After a fervent prayer by Kev. Dr. 


C'oudin, the blind chaplain of the house, 
Senator Frye introduced the orator of 
the day. With impressive dignity Sec- 
retary Hay arose and placed upon the 
cleak.iii front of him'a roll of manuscript. 
He began to read 'with a slow, clear 
enunciation. Secretary Hay is not an 
experienced orator, but today his voice 
had unusual carrying power "ami .he was 
able t,u make himself heard to the fur- 
thermost recesses of' the hull. The pur- 
ity of style and depth uf Lhoii!;h(,-(>f his 
composition i'ully eojujpensated -,fw what- 


ever'force was lacking in its delivery. 
His oration in part was as follows: 


For the third time the congress of the 


United States are assembled to commem- 
orate'the life and the death!o.f. a presi- 
dent slain by the hand of an assassin. 
The attetion of the future historian will 
be attracted to the features which.re- 
appear with startling sameness in all 
three of these awful crimes: the useless- 
ness, the utter lack of consequence of 
the act; the obscurity, the insignificance 
of the criminal; the blatnelessncss—so 
far as in our sphere of existence the best 
of men may be held blameless—of the 
victim. Not one of our ^murdered presi- 
dents had an enemy in the,world; they 
were all of such pre.-emi'nent purfly of 
life that no pretext could be given for 
the attack of passional crime,- they were 
all 
men of democratic instincts who 


.could never have offended the most jeal- 
ous advocates of equality; they were of 
kindly and generous nature, to whom 
wrong or injustice 
was impossible; of 


moderate fortune, whose slender .means 
nobody could envy. They were men of 
austere virtue, of tender heart, of emi- 
nent abilities, which they had devoted 
with single minds to the good of the re- 
public. If ever men walked before God 
and nmn without blame, it was. these 
three rulers of our people. The only 
temptation to attack their lives offered 
was their gentle radiance—to eyes hat- 
ing the light that was offense enough. 


The. stupid uselessness of such an in- 


famy affronts the common sense of the 
world. One can conceive how; the death 
of a dictator may change the political 
conditions of an empire; how the extinc- 
tion of a narrowing line of kings may 
bring in >an alien dynasty. But in a 
well-ordered republic like ours, the ruler 
may fall, but the state feels no tremor. 
Our beloved and revered leader is gone—- 
but the natural process of our laws pro-1 
vidcs us a successor, Identical in purpose' 
and ideals, nourished by the same teach- 
ings, inspired by the" same principles, 
pledged by tender affection as well as by 
high loyalty to carry to completion the 
immense task committed to his hands, 
and to smite with iron'severity'every- 
manifestation 
of that 
'hideous 
crime 


which.his mild predecessor, with' his dy- 
ing breath, forgave. The sayings of ce- 
lestial wisdom have no,date; the words 
that reach us, over two thousand years, 
out of the darkest hour of gloom the 
world has ever known, are true to'the 
life today: ''They know not Vhat they 
do." 
The blow struck at our dear friend 


and ruler was as deadly as blind hate 
could make it; but the blow struck at 
anarchy was deadlier still. 


The life of William McKinley was, 


from his birth to his death, typically 
American. There is no environment, I 
should say, anywhere else iu the world 
which could produce just such a charac- 
ter. He was born into that way of...life, 
which elsewhere i§4!a%d the middle class 
but"iVhfeh'fiV"tTiiH 'coiifitfj'la'srf nearly 
universal as to make-of other classes an 
almost negligible quantity. 
He was 


neither rich nor poor, neither pvoud nor

do battle. It was a serious and thoughtr 
fultime. The boys/jf that day felt dim-. 
ly, but deeply, that'days of sharp'strug- 
gle and high achievement were before 
them. They looked at life with the won- 
dering yet "resolute eyes of a young es-- 
quire in his vigil arms. They felt a time 
was coming when to them should be ad- 
dressed the stern admonition of the apos- 
tle, "Quit you like men; be strong." 


The men who are living today and who 


were young in I860 will never forget the 
glory and glamour that tilled the earth 
and the sky when the long twilight of 
doubt and "uncertainty WHS ending and 
the time of action had come. A speech 
by Abraham Lincoln was an event not 
only of high moral significance, but of 
far-reaching importance; the drilling of 
a militia company by Ellsworth attract- 
ed national attention; the fluttering of 
the flag in the clear sky drew tears from 
the. eyes 
of young men. Patriotism, 


vvhic'h" had been a rhetorical expression, 
became a passionate emotion, in which 
instinct, logic, and feeling were fused. 
The country was worth saving; it could 
be, saved only by fire;"no sacrilice was 
too great; the young men of the country 
were ready for the sacrifice; come weal, 
come woe, they were ready. 


At 17 years of age William-Mc'Kinloy 


heard this summons of his-country. He 
was the sort of youth to w'hom a mili- 
tary life in ordinary times would possess 
no' attractions. His nature was far dif- 
ferent from that of the ordinary soldier. 
He had other dreama of life, its prizes 
and pleasures, than that of marches and 
battles. But to his mind there was no 
choice or question. The banner floating 
in the morning breeze was the beckoning 
gesture of his country. The 
thrilling 


notes of the trumpet called him—him 
a'nd none other—into the ranks. His 
portrait iu his first uniform is familiar 
to you a!!—the short, stocky figure; the 
quiet, thoughtful face; the daep, dark 
eves. It is the face of a lad who could 
not stay at home, when he ^thought he 
was needed in the Held.

Preliminary Step* to be Taken atCoanci| 


Meeting Monday Night — Old Bridge*

The people of Racine will b& asked to 


'decide whether a new bridge shall ha 
built across the river in place of the old 
structure which now connects North 
and South Main streets. The city en- 
gineer long ago notified the city council 
that the present bridge was too light for 
the traffic it was obliged to stand, and 
that it is gradually growing weaker and 
dangerous.. 
, 


When-this structure was built.it-was 


never intended that heavy street cars 
should cross it. The constant 
strain 


has greatly weakened the south ap- 
proach', and experts claim it should • ba 
condemned before some horrible accident 
takes place. The iron work is loose and, 
shakes like a reed when heavily ladened 
teams or street cars cross. Besides this', 
the gearing or cog\yheels. arc. broken and- 
the center pier going to pieces. ;To re- 
pair the structure and make it safe for, 
travel would require almost, as'..much, 
money as the .cost .of a new bridge. 


Then it is desired when a new struc- 


ture is built, to straighten the line 6f 
the bridge so as to make it direct in 
connecting the ends of North and South 
Main street. There is no money in any 
fund'suflicient'to build the bridge. The' 
la.w requires that the question be sub- 
mitted to a vote of tho people. WitSi 
this in. view/a resolution will be intrp-. 
duced tat the next meeting .of the city _ 
council for the^'drawing'of.'aii ordinance' 
in favor ^ of submitting the raising of 
$00.000 bridge bonds to the people.- Ef-. 
forts will be made to get the matter iri 
shape for the April election. Should the 
vote be favorable and a new bridge, or- 
dered built, the old structure will be 
used to connect Herrick 
avenue and 


South La-'-Fayettc avenue west of the C. 
& N. W. railway bridge. On account of 
the thickly, "populated ' community in 
that section, a bridge would be of gris.at 
benefit to the hundreds of workingmcn

the machine when she left the house and 
the three children hud scattered the 
cards with which they were 
playing 


about the floor. When the bodies were 
found they had been piled in a -heap, 
with the exception of that of L. S. Efirle. 
The only possible motive which oaa be 
conceived was robbery. Miss Maude 
Earle is in a critical condition. Her 
mind seenis to be affected by the shock 
to such an extent that she, cannot' real- 
ize tho enormity of the- tragedy. The 
reported arrest of the suspected man in 
Missouri 1ms not been confirmed as yet. 
The funerals of the six victims will take 
place this afternoon.

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—In tlie pres- 


ence of a brilliant 
assemblage, amidst 


cheering arid the roar of cannon but in 
a drizzling rain, the German emperor's 
new schooner yacht Meteor was launch- 
ed from Shooters Island today. Unlike 
the weather, the arrangements were per- 
fect and no untoward incident marred 
the occasion. The president, Mrs. and 
Miss Roosevelt, Prince Henry, find the 
distinguished party accompanying them 
were enthusiastically cheered on arriv- 
ing' at the platform built just back of 
the bow of the Meteor. Without delay 
after greetings had been exchanged, Miss 
Roosevelt stepped forward and taking 
hold of a silver covered bottle containing 
German champagne, broke it on the side 
of the vessel. Immediately she seized a 
silver axe and severed the rope which re- 
leased the weights holding the Meteor. 
The vessel went gracefully 'into the wat- 
er with the American flag breaking out 
at the taffrail. American ami German 
national aira were played and from the 
scores of era.ft containing excursionists 
came enthusiastic cheering. 


Miss Roosevelt wore a. dress of sap- ] 


phite blue velvet .a large black hat trim- 
med with ostrich feathers and a fur muff 
and boa. 


PRINCE'S TRAIN I [AS. ACCIDENT. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—The special 


train bearing President Roosevelt from 
Washington to the launching of Empe- 
ror William's yacht Meteor reached Jer- 
sey City at 0:40 a. m. 


The president remained on board until 


the arrival of the prince's (rain, a few 
moments after S o'clock. A cylinder 
head on the engine of Prince •, Henry's i 
special blew out and the train was more 
than an hour late in reaching Jersey 
City. 


The accident occurred shorlly 
after 


leaving Baltimore. The 
stalled 
train 


•was puslmi into Magnolia, Md., by a 
passenger train and there got a new en- 
gine. There were some other minor de- 
lays enroute, occasioned by the change 
of, schedule. 


Soon after 8 o'clock the president and 


the prince and their suites embarked on 
a boat for Shooters Island where the 
launching will take place. Tim.weather 
was most, inauspicious. A fine cold rain 
was falling and the harbor was covered 
with mist. The boat proceeded direct 
to Shooters Island where a guard of po- 
lice and naval militia had been on duty 
since early morning. 


When the prince alighted from the 


train, accompanied by his suite he pass- 
ed through 
the station to 
the. boat. 


There was the usual great crowd of com- 
muters who cheered him heartily. 


The action was repeated when a few 


moments later President Roosevelt trav- 
ersed the same route. 


FERRYBOAT IN RKADINKSS. 


The ferryboat Philadelphia had been 


awaiting the coming of the president and 
the prince since 7 o'clock. She lay in the 
northern slip of the Pennsylvania sta- 
tion. From her tall midship flag staff 
fluttered the stars and stripes. Forward 
was hoisted a flag with a white maltese 
cross on a yellow background. On a 
round disc in the center of the flag was 
•the Prussian eagle in the black and the 
royal emblem of Prussia and imperial 
crown of Germany were spread over the 
yellow field. Aft was hoisted the blue 
flag of the president of the United States. 
The presidential party breakfasted on 
the train r\vhile waiting for the prince. 
When President Roosevelt appeared he 
was accompanied by Mrs. Roosevelt and 
Miss Alice Roosevelt. He lifted his hat 
time and again to the cheering multi- 
tude. 


He was followed by Secretary of War 


Root, Mrs. Root and Miss Root and by 
the other members of the party. De- 
tectives and secret service men brought 
up front and rear. 


On board the ferry boat, the president 


at onop joined the prince forward on Hie 
upper 
deck where t-hoy 
remained 
for 


some iimc in view of the cheering pas- 
sengers on the crowded ferry boats in 
other slips. 


AT PLACK 0 V LA L- NT HI \(!. 


The president, and Prince Henry arriv- 


ed at Shooters Island 
at 
il:,'!(). They 


were received with cheers by (hose pres- 
ent and the presidential and royal sa- 
lutes, 21 guns each, were fired. 


Shooters Island, in anticipation of the 


arrival of the distinguished visitors, pre- 
sented the appearance this morning of 
a military ent-ampm.er.it rather than the 
•cene of tin event of inI*-rnational r-orni- 
ty. Two battalions 
of 
iiuval 
militia 


is hi ml at 8 o'clock and wcic 


posted at various pointes between the 
landing stage and the scene of the 
launching. They were supplemented lat- 
er by a squad of petty officers and sail- 
ors from the Hohenzollern, who, though 
not under arms, presented a military as- 
pect. Police swarmed everywhere over 
the little island and the snow covered 
hills om Mariner's Harbor, across the 
Kill was manned by 250 policemen. Out 
in the bay revenue.cutters, naval tugs 
and police patrol boats manned by naval 
malitia and blue coiits darted about to 
keep the excursion fleet back of an im- 
aginary line. 


TAKE PLACES ON PLATFORM. 


The party proceeded directly from the 


ferryboat to the stand which had been 
erected at the inshore end of the ways 
on which the Meteor rested. The presi- 
dent and prince, with Mrs. and Miss 
Roosevelt arrived on the platform at 
10:'22. The prince conducted Miss Roosc- : 
vclt .to the small platform immediately ! 
under the how of the boat. On this plat- ! 
form at the time of the. launching were 
President Roosevelt, Prince Henry, Mrs. 
Roosevelt, Miss Roosevelt, the mayor of 
New York and Ambassador Von Holle- 
ben. While waiting the prince and Miss 
Roosevelt chatted. The entire assem- 
blage, taking its cue from the prince and 
the president's daughter, was in merry 
mood. Exactly at 10:39 Miss Roosevelt 
broke the champagne bottle with vigor- 
ous and effective hand, saying: "In the 
name of the German emperor I christen 
thee Meteor." 


LAUNCHING A SUCCESS. 


Guns roared, bands played and (he 


cheering lasted for several minutes. The 
prince handed a bouquet to Mi** I-loosc- 
velt and then, raising his hat in a few 
words acknowledged the cheering on the 
main' platform. The 
launch 
occurred 


without 
any mishap. The president's 


daughter 
lifted a silver 
hatchet' and 


struck the rope. Jt parted cleanly and 
down came the. weights. The wedges 
flew up and out. The yacht trembled, 
started 
forward and then slid 
slowly 


down into the water to the cheers of the 
distinguished gathering. She (ook the 
water safely and brought up in the mid- 
dle of Kill Von Kul! without accident. 


Prince Henry and Miss Roosevelt were 


then photographed. 


The prince presented Miss Roosevelt 


with a silken cap ribbon of (he new 
yacht Meteor and she wore it on her left 
arm as she stood before the cameras with 
the prince. 


DRINK PRINCE'S HEALTH, 


Soon after the launching the presiden- 


tial party and the prince proceeded to 
the hall where a luncheon had been pre- 
pared. The health of the prince was 
drunk and then Prince Henry said: ''On 
this occasion i wish to call for three 
hearty cheers for the president of the 
United States, Mr. Roosevelt, hip, hip, 
hurrah.'1' 


As the prince spoke. 1m waved his arms 


as a signal and the building shook with 
responding 
cheers. 
Then 
President 


Roosevelt raised his right hand and when 
there was silence said: "I ask three 
cheers for the-guest who has already 
won our hearts, Henry of Prussia. Now 
a good one," 


President Roosevelt's "hip, hip hur- 


rah" was drowned in the roar of ap- 
plause that greeted the call for cheers. 


Then the prince and-president shook 


hands warmly and as the party started 
to leave the hall some one among tlui in- 
vited guests shouted: "Mr. President, I 
offer three cheers for the young lady who 
has had the honor of launching the Me- 
teor." The. cheers 
were given. The 


presidential party and the prince and his 
suite did not remain for the luncheon. 


SENDS MESSAGE TO BROTHER. 
Soon after the yaoht had reached the, 


water the. prince wrote a cablegram to 
the emperor, informing him that the Me- 
teor had been successfully launched. The 
cablegram was in German, a translation 
being as follows: 


"To the German Emperor, Berlin: 


Yacht just launched under brilliant aus- 
pices. Christened by 
Miss Roosevelt's 


hand. 
Beautiful 
craft. Great enthus- 


iasm. I congratulate you with .all my 
heart. 
(Signed) 


Heinrich."

were on the most magnificent, sealo ever 
attempted. An effective and

ure of the decorations was the electric 
light 
illuminations. Several thousand 


Wttle electric lights of all colors and ar- 
ranged in fanciful designs supplemented 
the illumination from the great clmndc- 
liers. 


Shortly before the clock struck 8 


Prince Henry 
arrived with Admiral 


Evans of the United States navy in nn 
open carriage. As they 
left the em- 


bassy a large, crowd had given them a 
warm greeting, and they were accorded 
a hearty reception by the large number 
of people who had assembled around the 
portccochere of the White House. 
The 


prince repaired to the red room of the 
White House, where the guests assem- 
bled. The dinner was set for 8 o'clock, 
and when that hour arrived the guests 
passed through 
the. blue room, where 


the presentations were made, and thence 
to the East room. 


During the dinner the president pro- 


posed the health of the German emperor 
and the German people, saying: 


'•'We admire their great past and great 


presnt, and we wish them all possible 
success in the future. May the bonds of 
friendship between the two peoples ever 
grow stronger.'1 


The president also proposed the health 


of our gue.st, Prince Henry of Prussia, 
in these words: 


"In the name of the people I greet 


you and extend you our warmest wel- 
come nnd the assurance of our heartiest 
good-will.'

The order of Senator Frye. for the re- 


storation of the names to the roll Avas 
issued almost 
immediately 
after the 


senate convened today and was the re- 
sult of a general conference among the

of 
the 
senate. 


When asked for tin explanation of this 
order, Senator Fryc said: "In .my rul- 
ings of yesterday Iibelieve that I was 
strictly 
within parliamentary laws1; 


that/senators in contempt are not en- 
titled to recognition either to speak or 
to vote and that logically .their names 
should not be called. L still adhere to 
thut opinion,.but desirous of shifting the 
responsibility from the clmir to the sen- 
ate I have directed the clerk, to restore 
to the roll the names of the two sena- 
tors from South Carolina.'

When asked if the result of this act 


would be the recognition of either of 
the senators to either vote or speakj 
Senator Frye replied that it would not 
and that this "was a question which must 
be decided by the senate. He declined, 
however, to state how the question 
would bo brought to the attention of 
the senate. 


Inquiry in other quarters 
developed 


the fact thut'.there' had-, been a confer- 
ence of the Republican-leaders in Sena- 
tor Aldrich's committee room during the

N the Paris evening papers of 


Tuesday, Feb. 28, 1866, the 
following annQuncement arv 
peared: 


"A great robbery, committed against 


one of our most honorable bankers, M, 
Andre Fauvel. caused Intense excite- 
ment this morning throughout the 
neighborhood of the Rue de Provence. 
The robbers with extraordinary skill 
and boldness succeeded In making an 
entrance to the offices, in forcing the 
lock of a safe that has heretofore been 
considered Impregnable and In getting 
away with the enormous sum of 350,- 
000 francs In bank notes. The police, 


Immediately Informed of the robbery, 
displayed their accustomed zeal, and 
their investigations have been crowned 
,wlth success. Already, it Is said, one 
P. B., a clerk in the bank, has been 
arrested, and there is every reason to 
hope that his accomplices will be soon 
overtaken by the hand of.justice." 


But this time the newspapers wore 


Inaccurate in their information. The 
sum of 35CMXK) francs certainly had 
been stolen from M. Andre Fauvel's 
bank, but not in the manner described. 
The following are the facts as they 
.•were related with scrupulous exactness 
at the preliminary examination: 


The banking house of Andre Fauvel, 


87 Rue de Provence, is an important 
establishment and, owing to its largo 
force oC clerks, presents very much 
the appearance of a government de- 
partment On the ground floor are the 
offices, with windows on the street, 
protected by strong iron bars, suffi- 
ciently large and close together to dis- 
courage all burglarious attempts. M. 
FaurePs private office is on the first 
floor over the offices and leads into his 
private apartments. This private of- 
fice communicates directly with the 
bank by means of a.narrow staircase, 
wb'ich opens into the room occupied 
by the head cashier.

But this is the least important 
part of the mechanism. Five movable 
steel buttons, upon which are engraved 
all the letters of the alphabet, consti- 
tute the real power of this ingenious 
piece of furniture. 
Before Inserting 


the key into the lock the letters on the 
buttons must be in the exact position 
in which they were placed when the 
safe was locked. In M. Fauvel's bank, 
as everywhere, the safe was always 
closed with a. word which was changed 
from time to time. This word was 
known only to the head of the bank 
and the cashier. They each had also a 
key. 
There was but one danger—that 


of forgetting the word which was in- 
dispensable. 


On the morning of the 28th of Feb- 


ruary the employees were all busy at 
their various desks about half past 0 
o'clock when a rqiddlo. aged man, of 
very dark complexion and military 
bearing, In deep mourning, presented 
himself in the office adjoining the safe;

ceiiloni In Cubn.

WASHINGTON, Feb.' 24.—Republican 


members of the ways and moans commit- 
tee have agreed to grant tariff conces- 
sions of 20 per cent to Cuban products.

csablished, providng for the entry of pur 
products into Cuba upon such terms as 
shall be* deemed by him to be.advantag- 
eous to us; provided, however, that such 
treaty shall secure for our products go- 
ing into Cuba duties less''-than those al- 
lowed to other countries, substantially 
equivalent to the concession made by us; 
that the consideration upon our part for 
such treaty shall be a concession of 2C 
per cent of our tariff duties upon im- 
ports, the products of Cuba, upon this 
condition: Tha.t Cuba shall-'first enact 
our immigration laws.." . . 


By the terms of this resolution the 


proposition agreed. 6h by the Rcuublicau 
members of the committee will be sub- 
mitted to a Republican caucus to be held 
-Monday night. This action is practical- 
ly the proposition submitted a few days 
ago by .'Representative Long of Kansas, 
except that the amount of. concession'is 
cut in half, and the condition precedent 
—that Cuba enact our immigration laws 
—is added. The action by tho'committee 
Saturday was preceded by a conference 
at the White House between the Presi- 
dent and 'Representatives ,-Gro'svenor of 
Ohio, Russell of Connecticut and Dalzel) 
of Pennsylvania, all of whom hove here- 
tofore-stood against, any form of reci- 
procity provisions.
